"There Is real danger that the 
free way of life Americans al 
ways have enjoyed and which 
we have defended In two World 
Wars may be lost to us in time 
of peace," said Mrs. Smith. "Col 
lectlvism which wipes out Indi 
vidual and property rights has 
spread rapidly in th'e wake of 
:he war and has many active ad 
vocates in the United States 
Every day we delay In getting 
our ' nation back Into gear 
strengthens their hands.

"The American Legion Auxil- 
ary hopes to have one million 

women enrolled to fight against 
this threat In 1947. We believe 
.hat a vigorous, successful de­ 
mocracy Is the best defense 
against world communism .and 
we have a broad program of 
activities designed to help make 
American democracy an ever In­ 
creasing succesg.

"Informative grade labeling" 
was described today by the na 
tlon's principal food distributor 
as the best consumer-protective 
measure yet devised to reduce 
the guesswork In shopping for 
canned foods.

"The retappearance of good 
supplies of canned foods after 
an absence of six years em­ 
phasizes the need for something 
more than brand names to help 
consumers select Items whose 
quality is not apparent at the 
point of purchase," said David 
T. Bofinger, vice president of 
the Atlantic & Pacific Tea Com­ 
pany. "Informative grade label­ 
ing represents real progress In 
this direction.

"We have been experimenting 
with this type of leveling since 
the Department of Agriculture 
first established grade designa­ 
tions In 1934. We will continue 
to add such designations to new 
Items as fast, as standards of 
quality are net by the depart­ 
ment and adopted by the trade."
